When the blinding scene of the char-
fot of fire, and the horses of flame, had
passed away, and Elisha looked around
him, he began to realize that his master
had really been taken away from him.
But lying on the ground was the man-
tlo of the great prophet, the very same
ono that Elijah had ecast over Elisha's
ghoulders when he appointed him n
prophet in Israel (1 Kings 10:10). This
seems to have been accepted by him as
a-sign that Elijah'a promise was to be
made good, for, picking up the mantle,
he at once ventured to try his power.
The Jordan had again resumcd its
course, after its parting by Elijah, apd
the first mirneulous aet of the new
prophet was the same as the last of the
old geer. “Where is the Lord God of
Elijah?" he excleims, as he strilees the
waters of the river. This is done not
in unbelief, or even in doubt, but in full
confldence that he is to have an answer
similar to that which had been granted
to his predecessor, The result that he
desired followed, and he too passcd over
dry shod.

The sons of the prophets saw it all,
and realized that he had become the
Jeader among them in Isrsel. To him
they did honor.
